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Police arrest man 
in fatal fire probe 

DETECTIVES investigating the 
house fire which claimed the lives 
of a mother and her five children 
have arrested a 19-year-old man 
from Harlow. 

The suspect, who has not been 
named, was arrested on suspicion 
of murder, attempted murder, 
arson and burglary 

He has been questioned about 
the arson attack on the end-of- 
terrace house in Barn Mead on 
October 15 last year in which Dr 
Sabah Usmani and her children 
Hira (12), Sohaib (11), Muneeb (9), 
Rayyan (6) and Maheen (3) - 
pictured above - all died 

The children’s father, Dr Abdul 
Shakoor, survived the fire after 
jumping from a first-floor window 
to raise the alarm. 

The suspect has been released 
on bail until June 27 pending 
further enquiries. 


Mum’s killer denies 
murder charge 


THE partner of a woman who died 
after suffering more than 50 injuries 
in a frenzied knife attack at her 
home in Harlow has admitted killing 
her. 

Mother-of-four Claire Parrish (37), 
pictured right, was also stamped on 
or kicked during the attack by Mark 
Golds at the home they shared in 
Copshall Close on July 15 last year. 

Yesterday (Wednesday), Golds 
pleaded guilty at Chelmsford Crown 
Court to the manslaughter of Ms 
Parrish but denies a charge of murder. 
He has pleaded diminished 
responsibility. 

It is alleged that Golds (46) carried 
out what was described in court as a 
“sustained and terrifying” assault in 
a bedroom of the house.. 

Andrew fackson, prosecuting, told

the jury: “The ferocity of the attack 
can be gauged from the number of 
injuries sustained - 33 areas of 
bruising and abrasions to the face, 
head and upper body, an additional 
seven incised wounds to the head, 
neck and chest and 15 to the arms 
and hands sustained defending 
herself. 

“Notably, there were a number of 
chest injuries. She suffered internal 
bleeding of the abdomen. She was 
kicked and stamped on causing 
damage to her liver and the blood loss 
caused her death. She was attacked 
with a 20 centimetre long kitchen 
knife with a serrated blade.” 

Mr Jackson said that in 2009 Golds

Stride critical of 
ASB0 ban plan 

LABOUR’S parliamentary hopeful 
for Harlow Suzy Stride has 
slammed Government plans to 
scrap anti-social behaviour orders 
after new figures revealed almost 
4,000 incidents in Harlow were 
recorded by police in 2012. 

The statistics, which were 
obtained via the Freedom of 
Information Act by Shadow Home 
Office minister Gloria De Piero, 
show there were 3,869 anti-social 
behaviour incidents in Harlow last 
year. 

Ms Stride has now called for faster 
action to tackle what she claimed 
was a growing problem. 

She added: “The Government is 
turning the clock back with their 
plans to scrap the ASBO and 
replace it with a weaker power 
which carries no criminal sanction 
for a breach. 

“The Government’s community 
trigger, which demands a response 
if a person has complained three 
times, just isn’t good enough. 

“People have the right to expect 
action right away and help to tackle 
an issue which is a huge worry.” 



Aldi tweaks plans 
for new food store 


BUDGET supermarket chain 
Aldi hopes it will be third time 
lucky when Harlow Council 
considers revised plans for its 
proposed store in The Stow 
next month. 

The German retailer’s last 
planning application - itself a 
revision of proposals originally 
submitted back in 2009 - was 
rejected by the authority in 
December last year. 

But the firm is confident it has 
now addressed councillors’ 
concerns. 

If the new plans are approved 
by members of the development 
management committee, the 
supermarket chain will start 
work immediately - and believes 
the new store could be open by 
this time next year. 

Aldi Property Director Adam 
Ward told the Star: “We were 
very disappointed that perm¬ 
ission was refused and whilst 
we don’t necessarily agree with

the reasons given, we are fully 
committed to investing in 
Harlow and have worked 
tirelessly to overcome the 
council’s concerns. 

“The revised design and store 
layout have been discussed at 
length with officers and we have 
shown considerable flexibility 
with the store to reach a 
mutually acceptable solution.” 

The tweaked scheme includes 
comprehensive design changes, 
increased planting and land¬ 
scaping and a revised vehicular 
access point to ease traffic flow 
on First Avenue, while a new 
layout will see the store moved 
to the north-west corner of the 
site. 

All other benefits previously 
proposed - including a new 
‘shared shopper’ car park for 
The Stow, improved pedestrian 


links, new jobs and a Local 
Labour Agreement to ensure 
employment benefits are maxi¬ 
mised for Harlow residents - 
remain part of the revised 
proposals. 

Mr Ward added: “We are 
continuing to receive phone 
calls on a daily basis from local 
residents wanting to know when 
the store opens and many more 
asking for jobs. 

“We have worked exceptionally 
hard to reach this stage and I 
don’t believe it’s in anyone’s 
interests to delay any further, 
least of all the people of The Stow.” 

He added: “It’s clear from the 
revisions we’ve gone to 
considerable lengths to find a 
way forward and I sincerely 
hope the council can support 
this scheme so we can more 
quickly deliver what everyone 
wants - regeneration of the site 
and creation of 30 new local 
jobs.”

At the outset he has misquoted me 
stating the councillors should be better 
prepared. Councillors are representatives 
of a multi-million pound concern - 
Harlow Council. When the head of 
that council appears at a residents’ 
association meeting and cannot answer 
the most basic of questions - do you 
have a policy on West Sumners?

“The last time I was in Harlow was a 
great experience,” he added. 

“I was out with an officer who had a 
fantastic relationship with a lot of the 
local shops. 

“He knew everyone from the 
pawnbrokers to the store managers, and 
recognised local shoppers and those 
who may need that extra support.”

police who were called to the 
property found Golds 
underneath Ms Parrish’s body in 
an attempt to make it seem as 
though she was the aggressor. 

He then stood up and let out a 
“roar”, said Mr Jackson. 

It was alleged that Golds was 
heard during the incident 
saying: “I’m gonna kill you. 

Since I saw you I didn’t even love 
you.” 

However, he is said to have 
claimed later that he had heard 
voices and he had failed to take 
his medication.” 

Mr Jackson said that following 
an argument between the couple 
during the barbeque, Golds left 
and returned to their bungalow. 
He was followed home by Ms 
Parrish. 

Describing what is alleged to 
have happened, Mr Jackson said 
that Golds, who he described as 
a “controlling bully”, had 
initially hit Ms Parrish in the 
eye, leaving her with a swelling 
the size of a golf ball. 

He then obtained two knives 
from the kitchen and continued 
with the attack. “He went into 
her bedroom and used the knife 
from his waistband to stab her,” 
Mr Jackson told the jury. 

The hearing continues.

Police treating 
council flat fire 
as ‘hate crime’ 


POLICE investigating a devastating arson 
attack which left two women homeless 
believe the couple may have been targeted 
because of their sexuality. 

Lorraine Turner (42) and partner Sue 
Bashforth (46) were lucky to escape with 
their lives after the blaze ripped through 
their ground-floor council flat in 
Pennymead in the early hours of March 17. 

At the time, they told the Star they 
owed their lives to their cats after 
being woken by their pets’ howling. 

Fire investigators believe the fire 
was started deliberately after 
flammable liquids were poured 
through a catflap in the front 
door - and police are now treating 
the attack as a hate crime. 

Speaking to the Star this week, a 
distraught Lorraine appealed for any¬ 
one with information to come forward. 

“It makes me sick that even in 2013 there 
are still ignorant, evil people capable of 
doing something like this just because they

don’t agree with somebody’s sexuality,” she 
said. 

“I would urge anyone who knows who 
might have done this to contact the police 
before they try something like this again.” 

The couple, who had been celebrating 
their engagement the night before 
the fire, have now been rehomed 
outside of Harlow. 

“It’s been three months of hell for 
us as we’ve been moved from one 
temporary accomodation to 
another,” Lorraine said. 

“We lost everything in that fire, 
and even had to give up our cats. 
“It’s been incredibly traumatic and 
has put both of us under enormous strain 
as we try to rebuild our lives.” 

Anyone with any information on the arson 
attack is urged to contact investigating 
officers at Harlow Police Station on 101.

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Drunk performed 
sex act in front of 
mum and children 


A DRUNKEN man who flung open 
the passenger door of a stationary 
car and performed a sex act in 
front of the driver and her three 
young children must wait to hear 
his fate. 

A judge deferred sentence on 
William Luscombe (35), of Canons 
Brook, Harlow, for three months to 
give him an opportunity to over¬ 
come his alcohol problems by 
attending a hostel. 

Chelmsford Crown Court was 
told Luscombe had placed his 
hands down the front of his trou¬ 
sers after throwing open the door 
of the car when it stopped in 
Canons Brook, but then his trou¬ 
sers slipped down. 

The court heard the woman 
driver was unbuckling the seat 
belts of the children and was on 
her mobile phone when the pas-

senger door opened and she saw 
the defendant. 

Mark Lakin, prosecuting, said: 
“She stared at him for a couple of 
seconds and he said ‘what’s your 
problem’. He had taken hold of one 
of the children’s coat sleeves and 
his left hand was down the front of 
his trousers and it appeared to be 
moving. 

“She took the child away and saw 
the passenger door close. His 
hands were down his trousers and 
she called police.” 

Mr Larkin said that while 
Luscombe was performing a sex 
act on himself beside the car his 
trousers started to slip down and 
his penis was exposed briefly 
before he moved towards the rear 


passenger door. 

Laura Kenyon, representing, 
Luscombe, said in mitigation he 
had served the equivalent of an 
eight-month jail sentence while 
being held on remand and was 
“deeply disgusted” with himself 
and very sorry for the children. 

However, she said he had contact ed 
an organisation which would pro¬ 
vide him with a place at a hostel for 
eight weeks to help him overcome 
his alcohol problems. 

Deferring sentence, judge 
Christopher Ball said: “This is not 
a sexually driven offence, it’s drink. 
He is out of control when drunk.” 

He said if the course was suc¬ 
cessful Luscombe would not 
receive a prison sentence but 
warned him if it failed he could 
expect to spend “some time” in 
jail.

Police warning over catalytic converter thefts

Kingsland, South Road, North 
Grove, Berecroft, Great Plumtree, 
lerounds, Barn Mead and Nicholls 
Field - crime prevention tactical 
advisor Graham Anthony urged 
owners of commercial vehicles to 
consider installing security 
clamps to their vehicle’s exhaust 
system. 

“Thieves like to steal from 
vehicles parked in places where 
they run the least risk of being 


seen and caught,” he said. 

“There are also special products 
designed to frustrate the theft of 
catalytic converters. These 
include special clamps and 
security marking systems.”

I am overwhelmed by the amount 
of support I’ve received. I’ve been 
stopped lots of times when I’m out 
and about and asked “Are you that 
lady from MasterChef?”, “Are you the 
lady who cooks?” and “Are you that 
one from the telly?” I’ve been 
recognised in supermarkets a lot 
(I’ve brought the Waitrose checkouts 
to a standstill!) and even at the 
polling station. 

The time when being recognised 
had the greatest impact was probably 
the first one, while I was shopping 
with my mother-in-law. A lady in a 
shop said how much she and her 
husband loved my food on the 
programme and she even asked for 
my autograph. It was such a lovely

feeling and she was so encouraging, 
wishing me all the best for the future 
-1 was grinning from ear to ear for 
the rest of the afternoon. 

It’s so lovely when people stop to 
chat, particularly because everyone 
has been so kind and supportive, 
saying how much they enjoyed 
watching me and my funny facial 
expressions on the show! 

The best thing I hear (and I hear it 
quite a lot) is that when people saw 
the dishes I created on MasterChef, 
they wanted to climb through the 
screen and eat them. That is the most 
incredible compliment. All I wanted 
was to create food that people would 
want to eat and be happy to have 
eaten. 

Watching the programme brought 
back so many good memories; I had 
a brilliant time during filming, I 
enjoyed every minute of it. I 
promised myself when I got through 
to the first heats that I would treat 
the whole thing as an adventure - 
after all, this was to be a once-in-a- 
lifetime experience. 

There was no point in worrying and 
being anxious -1 was determined to 
grab it with both hands and have fun. 

My favourite moments were 
cooking my lamb bhuna for the 
previous winners, the exhausting 
mass catering at Heathrow Airport 
(with the great feedback for the 
sticky pear sponge!) and the night at 
the Savoy cooking for the Bond Girls. 

When we realised where we were 
going and who we would be cooking 


for, it all took on a slightly surreal 
edge. But when I’d plated my dishes 
and John Torode gave me such great 
feedback it made me realise how far 
I’d come. 

The advice I had from Atul Kochar 
at my Benares masterclass and from 
John and Gregg throughout the 
competition had enabled me to take 
that leap and make my good, honest 
food into a gorgeous-looking plate, 
which didn’t look out of place in the 
private dining room at the Savoy. 
That was a standout moment for me. 

So what’s next? I have started my 
company - small aubergine - through 
which I will be offering private 
dining, cookery lessons and soon, I 
hope, a cookbook. I have been 
booked for live cooking 
demonstrations at Mark David 
Kitchens of Sawbridgeworth on July 


13, July 23 and August 27, and I can’t 
wait to get started with those. 

I have also had a number of 
enquiries about private cookery 
lessons for small groups. My 
ultimate dream is to have a cookery 
school, and I’m currently looking for 
suitable venues to hold ‘pop-up’ 
cookery schools. All in all, it’s a very 
exciting time. 

My feeling about food is simple: 
sharing good food and time with 
people you love is the most 
rewarding thing in life. If I can make 
a career out of cooking my food for 
people to enjoy and make my 
Indian-inspired dishes 
accessible enough for 
people to try themselves 
at home, rather than 
buying a jar of curry 
sauce, MasterChef will 
have been the best 
life-changing 
experience I could 
ever have wished 
for.

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Woolwich outrage will not stop us working together 


I am sure all Star readers are aware of 
the terrible events in Woolwich last 
week. Within hours of that event our 
teams were speaking to local Army 
contacts and faith group leaders from a 
number of different religions. 

The message from everyone we 
spoke to was unanimous - these type 
of incidents will not stand in the way of 
our community in Harlow working 
together.

Pensioner jailed for 
sex crimes appeals 
against convictions 

AN elderly ex-soldier has been given 
permission to challenge his convic¬ 
tions for a string of alleged sex crimes. 

Reginald Davies (79), who lived at the 
Esbies estate in Sawbridgeworth, was 
jailed for 11 years at Kingston Crown 
Court in December last year after he 
was convicted of sex attacks on four 
youngsters in Caerphilly, South Wales, 
between 1949 and 1973. 

The former miner and Royal Dragoon 
was found guilty of rape, attempted 
rape, indecent assault and indecency 
with a child. 

Davies, who was extradited from 
Australia to stand trial for the crimes 
he was alleged to have committed from 
the age of 15, protested his innocence 
and on Friday was granted permission 
to take his case to the Court of Appeal 
in London. 

His barrister, Mark Kimsey, argued 
his trial was unfair because of the 
unprecedented lapse of time between 
the alleged offences and the case going 
before a jury. 

Mr Kimsey said there was little 
chance of Davies getting a fair hearing 
and the charges against him should 
have been thrown out by the trial judge.

On his website, Miura 
explained his attempt to scale 
Everest at such an advanced 
age: “It is to challenge (my) 
own ultimate limit,” he said. “It 
is to honor the great Mother 
Nature.” 

His record may not last for 
long, however, as an 81-year-old 
Nepalese man this week began 
his own ascent of the world’s 
highest peak.

Wet feet 

wonders 


THE other week, maverick designer 
Diarmuid Gavin advised gardeners that 
they would have to roll with the weather 
to ensure their gardens survived and 
thrived the extremes. 

That advice may prove useful to 
people who are looking out on yet 
another rainy day and wondering which 
plantings will withstand consistently 
soggy conditions and come to life in 
very wet soil. 

Look at the positives of having a 
boggy site. Damp ground is a valuable 
wildlife habitat and there are plenty of 
plants which will thrive happily with wet 
feet, including bugle (Ajuga reptans), 
Siberian iris, lobelia, Arum lily and 
globeflower. 

As for trees, native willows and alder 
are at their happiest in damp conditions 
if you have plenty of space to plant 
them a safe distance from your house. 

Quite a few perennials and shrubs 
will thrive, such as hostas (although be 
vigilant against slugs and snails) and 
Jerusalem sage (Pulmonaria saccharata), 
an evergreen with white spotted 
foliage and red, pink or white flowers 
that bloom from late winter to late 
spring, while the foam flower (Tiarella 
cordifolia) is a spreading perennial with 
spikes of creamy white.

Popular shrubs which will tolerate a 
lot of water include many viburnums, 
dogwoods and spiraea. For those 
with big bog gardens which are wet 
throughout the winter and damp in 
summer, go for the enormous Gunnera 
manicata, which has dark green 
deciduous leaves spanning up to 2.5m 
(8ft) and provides a great backdrop for 
seasonal flowers. 

If you haven't much space, it may be 
better to plump for smaller specimens 
such as houttuynia and mimulus. 

Another plant that boasts impressive 
foliage is the skunk cabbage (Lysichiton 
americanus), which grows 1m (3ft) 
high by 1.25m (4ft) wide. But try not to 
plant it too close to nose level, as its big 



yellow flowers have a striking odour. 

If you are creating a bog garden, bear 
in mind that bog plants look best in 
bold groups. Combine a good clump 
of foliage with some smaller, more 
colourful choices. 

For those who want more colour, 
astilbes love wet soil and produce 
delicate plumes in white, pink, mauve, 
red and crimson in summer. 

For a splash of green and yellow in 
spring, Euphorbia palustris is the one to 
go for, although beware of the milky sap 
which can irritate skin. 

Cowslips should also be included 
in your bog garden border. Among 
the best is the giant cowslip (primula 
florindae), which grows to around 
1m (3ft) and carries stunning tubular 
pendant yellow scented flowers in 
summer. 

Another wonderful variety which 


is easily sown from seed is Primula 
denticulata, which bears beautiful 
flowerballs in lavender, cerise, mauve or 
white. And candelabra primulas are also 
bursting with colour in early summer, in 
a vast range of colours. 

For a tall, elegant perennial, try 
Ligularia przewalskii, which has 2m (6ft) 
high stems and produces spires of yellow 
flowers in mid to late summer. 

If you want your colour scheme 
to last longer, plant some Rodgersia 
podophylla, which has creamy white 
flowers in the summer and leaves which 
change colour beautifully in the autumn. 

Remember that with plants which 
love soggy conditions, weed carefully 
as many of them will seed around the 
parents. If primulas do this, they have a 
tendency to produce a lot more colours. 

If you want your wet garden to look 
natural, plant around existing features

such as logs or mossy tree stumps. And 
make sure you dig in plenty of organic 
matter to help them along. 

With a little imagination, you can soon 
reap the rewards of consistently wet soil 
and it should help stave off the misery 
of looking out at the rain.

Based on the 2006 French farce Mon Frere Se 
Marie, The Big Wedding chronicles the trials and 
tribulations of a fractured family on the biggest 
day in one young man's life. 

Justin Zackham's lacklustre English-language 
remake is laden with Oscar-winning and Oscar- 
nominated talent with impeccable comedic 
credentials including Diane Keaton, Robert De 
Niro, Katherine Heigl and Robin Williams. In 
fact, it is an embarrassment of acting riches. 

But where it matters - plot, character 
development and hearty belly laughs - The Big 
WeddingiaWs to deliver. Perhaps something 
was lost in translation but Zackham's script lacks 
snappy dialogue and the aisles are crammed 
with broad stereotypes. 

The rogue's gallery includes a Catholic priest 


who abandons all hope for the souls of the bride 
and groom-to-be because they won't impose 
religion on their children and a sex-starved 
twentysomething virgin who is saving himself for 
his own wedding night. 

At the centre of all this madness is Alejandro 
Griffin (Ben Barnes), the Colombian-born 
adopted son of Don (Robert De Niro) and Ellie 
(Diane Keaton), who is poised to say "I do" to 
sweetheart Missy O'Connor (Amanda Seyfried). 

As the big day beckons, Alejandro has a huge 
favour to ask his now divorced adoptive parents. 
He needs them to pretend that they are still 
married so that his biological mother - a devout 
Catholic called Madonna (Patricia Rae) who is 
flying in specially for the wedding - won't be 
offended. 

Don, who now lives with Bebe (Susan 
Sarandon), and Ellie reluctantly agree to go 
along with the charade, as do the couple's 
grown-up children Lyla (Katherine Heigl) and 


Jared (Topher Grace), who have their own 
relationship woes. 

Once Madonna arrives at the celebrations 
with her sexually voracious daughter Nuria 
(Ana Ayora) in tow, one little white lie stacks 
atop another, right up to the point that family 
priest Father Monighan (Robin Williams) asks 
Alejandro and Missy to pledge themselves to 
each other before God. Sure enough, the tower 
of fibs eventually topples over 

It's a fair summation of The Big Wedding, a 
frothy and harmless confection that squanders 
the on-screen talent. Keaton, De Niro and 
Sarandon are powerless to polish the dialogue 
into sparkling gems, while Heigl's character 
embarks on an emotional rollercoaster that 
should have us choking back tears by the finale. 
Even Williams is out of sorts as the holy man.

While MPs continue to be 
divided over the legalisation of 
drugs as means to reduce violent 
crime, James DeMonaco's brutal 
thriller proposes a far more 
radical solution. 

The Purge suggests that for 
one night every year, citizens can 
take up knives and guns to kill 
anyone they choose without legal 
reprisals. A boss who withheld 
promotion can be terminated by 
an aggrieved employee; a jilted 
lover can break more than their 
old flame's heart. 

By allowing violence to spill on 
to the streets in such barbaric 
fashion, every man, woman and 
child can release their seething 
anger, allowing peace to reign 
for the remaining 364 days of 
the year. 

The year is 2022. In the USA 
unemployment is a mere one per 
cent and there is almost no crime. 

Security salesman James 
Sandin (Ethan Hawke) returns 


home to his luxurious gated 
community and his wife Mary 
(Lena Headey) and children Zoey 
(Adelaide Kane) and Charlie 
(Max Burkholder). But tonight is 
Purge night and at 7pm a siren 
will sound that grants anyone 
immunity from prosecution for 


killing for the next 12 hours. 

As the deadline approaches, 
the Sandins activate their state- 
of-the-art defence system and 
relax for the evening, staring 
at CCTV cameras positioned 
around the area. But the calm is 
shattered when teenager Charlie 


temporarily raises the shutters 
to allow a homeless man (Edwin 
Hodge) to escape from a heavily 
armed mob. 

That one act of kindness has 
terrifying consequences when 
one member of the rabble (Rhys 
Wakefield) makes clear that they 
will break into the house and kill 
the Sandins unless the homeless 
man is delivered to them. 

The Purge leaves a ball of 
nervous tension in your stomach 
during that opening hour as the 
Sandins attempt to maintain the 
facade of polite respectability 
as destruction reigns outside 
their home. But once that chaos 
breaks in, Hawke and Headey 
must fight for their lives in a 
series of breathlessly orchestrated 
showdowns. 

DeMonaco's script begins 
to run out of steam when a 
pivotal character is unexpectedly 
sidelined but there's a deliciously 
nasty sting in the tail, just when 
it seems the film is posed to draw 
breath.

Buying on Instinct 


Recent research concurs with our own 
view that most buyers buy on instinct, 
typically viewing their eventual home 
no more than twice before making a 
decision to buy.

During this second viewing the buyer 
will take a more detailed look at the 
property, and may take more notice of 
the type of fittings and the structural 
condition. 

The brain will usually decide whether 
to support the heart solely on the 
strength of this second visit and the 
buyer will either make an offer there 
and then, or decide against. Our job is 
to facilitate the right decision. 

So sellers would be well advised to 
remember they are selling a home, not 
just a building, and work with their 
agent to promote the lifestyle benefits 
of their property not just the features.

Y OU know a car maker is trying 
really hard to connect with young 
buyers when it purposely misspells 
the name of its new offering to grab 
maximum attention in the 
marketplace. 

Renault is the latest in a long line of 
manufacturers content to rip up the 
dictionary and its Captur - without an 
‘e’ - enters an important and growing 
category, that of the mini SUV. 

Competing alongside the likes of 
Vauxhall’s Mokka, Peugeot’s 2008, 
Nissan’s Juke and even Skoda’s Yeti, 
the Captur has to do more than 
simply look good to attract the 
attention of a savvy buying public. 

There’s no avoiding the fact that the 
Captur does look good, though. 
Displaying elements of Clio alongside 
its high-rise hatchback stance, 
Renault’s mini SUV is offered in a 
bold and bright choice of exterior 
colours plus Mini-like contrasting 
shades for the roof, wheels and air 
intake frames. 

The end result is a car with the 
capacity to shame some of its more 
conservatively styled rivals. 

It’s fair to say that the Captur can be 
categorised as a ‘high-rise’ Clio. The 
mini SUV’s five-door hatchback 
layout certainly apes that of the 
conventional compact hatch, and in 
light of an increasing number of 


buyers downsizing from larger 
vehicles there’s a lot to be said for the 
Renault’s modest dimensions. 

A fraction over four metres in 
length, the Captur is rooted in 
supermini territory. However, with a 
generous 200mm of ground clearance, 
in relative terms it towers over the 
Clios and Fiestas of this world. 

The result is a lofty and, for an 
increasing number of buyers, 
desirable driving position plus the 
associated benefits of good all-round 
visibility. 

Factor in a wide opening tailgate 
complete with a waist level load lip 
and reversible boot liner and you’ve 
got a package Renault hopes will 
tempt families out of their existing, 
conventional hatchbacks, estate cars 


and possibly larger, more costly to run 
SUVs and people carriers. 

Certainly, on the cost of ownership 
front Renault’s current plan on 
focusing on frugal, small capacity 
petrol and diesel engines should find 
favour with cost-conscious motorists. 

Low fuel consumption and C02 
figures across the board are promoted 
and there’s no doubt that for urban 
motoring the Captur’s 1.5-litre 90 
horsepower diesel motor is more than 
capable and registers just 95g/km 
C02. 

You might need to regularly shift 
down a gear on motorway inclines 
and if carrying a full load, but it’s 
never vocal or unrefined. The same is 
true of the petrol alternatives, in that 
the real world experience is a 


surprisingly positive one despite the 
lack of cubic centimetres on offer. 

Turbo technology again features 
alongside an all new 1.2-litre 120 
horsepower motor, and like the diesel 
option there’s the prospect of above 
average mpg in the real world. 

Combine this with the option of a 
slick-shifting dual clutch semi-auto 
gearbox on selected models and the 
Captur becomes a refreshingly easy to 
use and drive car. 

For all the Captur’s neutral 
handling, accomplished ride and 
modest footprint, for many the real 
focus will be on the car’s practical 
elements. 

Being a tall-ish car, the Captur 
boasts a generous level of cabin 
headroom. There’s also plenty of 


legroom fore and aft, with the latter 
adjustable via a sliding rear bench so 
you can increase load space or 
legroom depending on your needs. 

Up front there’s the now familiar 
fascia design first seen on the latest 
generation Clio featuring, depending 
on the model, a slick touchscreen 
incorporating audio and navigation 
functions. Although the cabin plastics 
are hard to touch, this will likely 
prove attractive to families willing to 
place durability over plush, fancy¬ 
looking trim. 

That said, like the Clio, Renault is 
pushing hard the concept of 
personalisation, and offers a wide 
choice of themed interior colour 
combinations and designs in a bid to 
connect with young buyers.

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Cars Wanted 
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Satellite Navigation 
reliance grows 


I f you've attempted to negotiate a 
complex one-way system with a 
dithering incompetent as 
navigator, you might argue that the 
art of reading a map has been lost for 
some time and a recent survey 
indicates that we're unlikely to get it 
back. The reason is the growing 
dependence of satellite navigation 
technology. 

The study by Dutch firm TNO found 
that drivers using a map drive an 
average of 18% further on their way 
to an unfamiliar destination than 
those using a satellite navigation 
computer. 


The map reader is more likely to take 
a less direct route and become 
distracted, resulting in them taking a 
wrong turn. Satellite navigation 
manufacturer, Tom Tom claim that 
their customers make 12% fewer 
insurance claims as well, because 
they're able to concentrate on driving 
safely rather than worrying about 
where they're going. 

The growth in its use has certainly 
been dramatic but satellite navigation 
is still not for everyone. According to 
Vansunited.co.uk, one in four drivers 
is considering ditching their satellite 
navigation system because they find 
the voice commands too irritating.

Dyer’s diligence factor as plastic pitch gets OK

WITH contractors arriving on 
Monday to rip up the football sur¬ 
face at Harlow Town FC and intro¬ 
duce a plastic pitch thought to 
cost in the region of £400,000, it 
seems the Hawks can thank one 
man for the fact that they will 
remain in the Ryman League and 
can start to build for a brighter 
future. 

Had match secretary Ray Dyer 
not spotted that striker Joel Barnett 
was on an Essex FA suspended list 
for not paying an £16 fine, the play¬ 
er could have featured in a match 
for Danny Chapman’s men and 
could have been the difference 
between staying up and relegation 
to the Essex Senior League. 

This could have had a huge 
impact on funding for the plastic 
pitch, which was announced by 
Harlow MP Rob Halfon on Hawks 
Radio on Monday. 

So Harlow avoided the fate suf¬ 
fered by Thurrock this week, who 
were relegated from the Ryman 


premier division for playing 
Barnett in their win over Lewes. 
They were deducted the three 
points from this game, enough to 
relegate the Essex side. 

Dyer had contacted the FA and 
an investigation was carried out 
into Barnett. This ended with 
Tilbury also being deducted 18 
points, while Harlow’s neighbours 
Bishop’s Stortford - managed by 
ex-Hawks player Rod 
Stringer - could be hit with 
a fine after pleading 
guilty to five charges of 
playing Barnett in 
friendly matches last 
summer. 

Hawks chief exec- M 
utive Tom 

Cunningham paid 
tribute to Dyer’s dili¬ 
gence. 

“Obviously I am high¬ 
ly delighted that Ray 
was doing his job. “ 
is a volunteer. He’s 
been a sup 
porter 
of 


the club for many years. He was 
concerned that everything that 
needed to be done was done and 
followed through. He saved the 
club from going down. He does not 
get paid. It’s a huge responsibility,” 
said Cunningham. 

Barnett was originally banned 
when his old Sunday League club 
in Yorkshire, went bust owing the 
West Riding FA money. 

The money was divided 
up and ah of the players 
were told they must pay 
the debt. 

It is thought that 
convicted hooligan 
Barnett was in jail 

F at the time and did 
not realise he owed 
monies in the 
region of £16 for each 
player.
